Joseph P. Teasdale to give a 
status report on legislation in the House. 
Teasdale was especially concerned about

representative in utility rate cases, the 
public counsel, according to Democratic 
Floor Leader Joe Holt. A scaled down 
version of that measure has cleared the 
House and been sent to the Senate where a

Agriculture Secretary Bob S. Berg land 
told the Senate Agriculture Committee the 
package could cost the federal government 
between 8500 million and $2 billion in far­ 
mer- income and price-support programs, 
depending on the weather. 
The effect of the package on consumer 
food prices, expected to rise 3 to 5 per cent 
this year, depends strictly on the weather, 
the officials said. "The peaks and valleys 
should be cut off by it,’ ’ stabilizing or reduc­

foodstuffs,

Howard H jort. 
"What we have been seeking is a policy 
for all seasons ... a policy to protect 
producers and consumers from economic 
and natural disasters."

year-old Medicaid program in 
eight cities-a program whose 
cast has grown in that period 
from 81.5 billion to 815 billion per 
year-turned up evidence not 
only 
of 
many 
ineligible 
recipients under the program 
but. perhaps more significantly, 
of numerous health care per­ 
sonnel making incredible profits 
from 
dispensing 
totally 
un­ 
necessary services 
Opponents of the full-blown 
national health insurance have 
predicted that such artificial 
creation of demand for medical 
services would be the inevitable 
results of such a program, citing 
experiences in Great Britain 
and 
elsewhere 
But 
recent 
Senate findings appear to 
confirm this thesis here in the 
United States, and many are 
drawing the logical conclusion. 
Thus William Halamadaris, a 
top investigator for the Senate 
subcommittee 
reported: 
“I 
think we've got to demonstrate 
that this type of program can 
work before we get into bigger 
programs'* such as the national 
health schemes would entail 
And 
liberal 
Sen 
Charles 
Percy 
(R.-I1L), 
ranking 
minority member of the sub­ 
committee, observed that "we 
must be aware of the fact that if 
we are not able to administer 
this 
relatively 
limited 
program ..($15 
billion 
an­ 
nually), then how can we hope to 
have a national health insurance 
program administered by the 
federal government that would 
involve 
many 
times 
that 
amount?" 


Among other things, the study 
found 
the 
existence 
of 
“ Medicaid 
m ills." 
These 
operations, often located in store 
fronts, were described as a kind 
of a cross between a doctor’s 
office and a health clinic. The 
health care personnel in these 
places were found to offer a wide 
variety 
of services, 
from 
psychiatry, 
to dentistry, 
to 
podiatry. 
Incredibly, 
the committee 
estimates that from a quarter to 
as much as half of the $15 billion 
spent annually on the Medicaid 
program is wasted. Nor is a 
little

of bureaucratic 
tightening or other reform likely 
to produce some improvement 
in this record. For, as the 
subcommittee notes in the in­ 
troduction to its report: 
“Amazing as it seems, the 
committee staff learned that 
most of the problems in the New 
York program have been known 
for 10 years or more. Federal, 
state, and local officials are and 
have been apprised of the nature 
of the problem for a number of 
years as evidenced by the 
mountain of reports going back 
to 1966 
Clearly, these short­ 
comings and names of specific 
providers who are defrauding 
the program (and the methods 
used by these providers) are and 
have 
been 
known 
to 
both 
policymakers and law en­ 
forcement 
agencies. 
Despite 
alternate alarms sounded by 
generations of office holders and 
despite an equal number of 
press 
releases 
indicating 
progress toward establishing 
accountability, the fraud and 
abuse 
continue in blatant 
fashion....” 
Many believe such fraud is 
bound to exist in any program of 
free medical care since (1) 
doctors are more likely to 
perform unnecessary services if 
the government, rather than the 
patient, is paying the bill, and 


(2) patients themselves are 
more likely to seek such 
superfluous treatment when the 
government is picking up the 
tab. 
In short, proponents of the 
comprehensive national health 
insurance have got some fast 
talking to do. In view of the Moss 
report, the burden of proof is 
nowon their backs.

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Fitzsimmons Hooked Twice

WASHINGTON - Frank 
Fitzsimmons is accustomed to 
the good life. In public, he is al­ 
ways m anicured, soaped, 
pressed and pomaded His $350 
suits are of conservative color 
and cut. He flies in a private jet 
between his fashionable homes 
in the Washington suburbs and 
the California seashore 
He draws down $156,000 a year 
from the Teamsters Union, with 
two unlimited expense accounts 
to lake care of the incidentals. 
He consorts with the crown 
princes of the underworld, the 
shadowy figures who live off 
protected crime. Yet he has 
equal access to the nation's most 
prominent politicians 
One time, after a social hour 
with notorious mobsters on the 
California coast, he hitched a 
ride hack to Washington with 
then-President Richard Nixon in 
Air Force One. More recently. 
Fitzsimmons has been seen on 
the golf course with House 
Speaker Thomas “Tip" O’Neill 
Unabashed, Fitzsimmons has 
always thumbed bis nose at his 
detractors. His voice is squeaky, 
but the words were always 
tough Once he told his critics 
blunty to “go to helL" 
last year, nine bold dissidents 
dared to protest his reelection as 
Teamsters president at the 
unions Las Vegas convention. 


Fitzsimmons' goons dumped 
them unceremoniously outside 
on the sidewalk Benignly ob­ 
serving the incident from the 
dais was then-labor Secretary 
William Usery who had only 
praise for his host 
But Fitzsimmons' fortunes 
have now changed Since the 
Democrats came to power, he 
has become the object of die 
special attentions of the Labor 
Department, Justice Depart­ 
ment and Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice. 
Squirming from the heat, the 
uncomfortable Teamsters ho* 
has put out the word that he 
would like to resign His desper 
ate hope, according to our 
sources, is that the feds would 
leave him alone if he made a dis­ 
creet exit 
But sources with pipelines into 
the underworld tell us Fitzsim 
morts' friends in the mob won't 
let him off the hook. He has 
made too many teamster loan 
commitments to their friends 
They have suuggested, with 
quiet menace, that he shouldn’t 
let go of the pursestnngs until 
the commitments are met 
The last Teamsters leader 
who ref used to listen to the sug­ 
gestions of the crime czars was 
the late Jimmy Hoffa. On at least 
nine separate occasions, they 
asked him politely not to 


challenge Fitzsimmons for the 
teamsters leader^up When he 
disregarded their advice, he 
suddenly and permanently dis­ 
appeared Earlier this month. 
Fitzsimmons attempted to wrig­ 
gle out of his dilemma He struck 
up a deal with the Labor Depart­ 
ment and Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice to resign as a trustee of the 
pension fund In return, they 
agreed to drop their inquiry into 
the management of the fund 
Fitzsimmons hoped that he 
could appease the government 
without double-crossing the 
mob. With a nervous glance over 
his 'rioulder, he let it be known 
that he would hang on to the 
Teamsters presidency He was 
also careful not to sign any 
papers giving up actual control 
of the Teamsters money One 
source described the March 13 
deal with the government as “an 
agreement by press release " 
The object of all this 
manipulating is the union's 
Central States Pension fund, a 
$13 billion boodle, which has 
been available in the past to fi­ 
nance m ob-controlled en­ 
terprises Our sources contend 
that Fitzsimmons will be able to 
control the fund as long as he re­

But the feds also haven’t given 
up anything Under the agree 
ment, they will continue to in­ 
vestigate shady Teamster loans 
Labor Secretary Kay Marshall 
has taken personal command of 
his department s Teamsters in­

Sources familiar with Fitzsim­ 
mons' backstage maneuvers say 
he is angling to gain immunity 
from both the government and 
the mob Federal officials told 
our associate Marc Smokmsky 
that they will never grant im­ 


munity to the em battled 
Teamsters boss Underworld 
contacts say the crane lords also 
won't release him from his com­ 
mitments to them 
Still, the harassed Fitzsim­ 
mons, according to our sources, 
hasn't given up hope He has 
spoken to associates about 
resigning in the spring. He would 
like a fat retirement settlement. 
The union, meanwhile, has 
deposited a mysterious $696,000 
of Teamster pension funds in a 
hank account The union will 
decide what to do with the 
money sometime before Decem­ 
ber 31.

bachelor’s degrees and $500 for 
persons with master's degrees 
and master's degrees plus 30 
hours of additional graduate 
credit. 
Under this sytem, academic 
year base salaries are $7,800, 
$8,800 and $8,300 for the three 
educational 
levels 
Previous 
experience and other factors are 
credited. 
An 
index 
system 
recom­ 
mended by the faculty council, 
with 
salaries 
based 
on ex­ 
perience and education levels, 
was not approved The system 
would 
have 
established 
in­ 
creases in the base salaries 
Several other faculty salary 
systems were studied by the 
board. 
William D. Becker, chairman 
of the board, said, "W e looked in 
detail at the system the faculty 
council has come up with.

Like the 1976 presidential sub­ 
sidies, that would come from 
the federal election fund, which 
gets the proceeds of the $1 each 
taxpayer may check off on his 
return 
There was $23.8 million left in 
the fund after the 1976 presi­ 
dential campaign, which co6t 
$72 million in government fi­ 
nancing A fresh supply of mon­ 
ey is coming in now, as 1976 
tax returns are filed. But it 
might take a change in the fi­ 
nancing system to guarantee 
enough funds for both presiden­ 
tial 
and 
congressional 
cam­ 
paign stipends. 
There are practical problems, 
too. 
chief among them 
the 
monumental task of keeping 
book on campaign payments 
that likely would be going to 
more than 800 candidates every 
two years. 
Stephen Hess of the Brook­ 
ings Institution calculates that 
the Federal Election Commis­ 
sion received about a million 
pages of documents from 2,500 
candidates and 7,500 political 
committees in 1976. And that 
was just to record contributions 
and spending by federal candi­ 
dates, except in the case of the 
dozen presidential campaign­ 
ers. 
Their bookkeeping was more 
detailed, and if the same re­ 
porting system were to be en­ 
forced for congressional candi­ 
dates receiving federal funds, 
the FEC would need a sky­ 
scraper to house the reports. 
Still,

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo.

What causes 
bad breath? 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


D EA R DR. LAMB - My 
daughter is 24 and has had bad 
breath for several years. 
None of the products on the 
market seem to help for very 
long. 
When she had a check-up 
with her doctor she asked him 
about this but he couldn’t 
seem to find out what is caus­ 
ing this. 
She has a bit of a weight 
problem so she watches her 
diet but she says she has no 
problem with her bowels, 
which sometimes happens 
when people don’t eat the 
right food. 1 am wondering if 
you have any solution to this 
problem? 
D EA R R E A D E R - Bad 
breath is a symptom, not a 
diagnosis It is also very com­ 
mon. Unfortunately some peo­ 
ple have it and are unaware 
they are offensive to others 
Your daughter was correct 
in asking her doctor about it 
and I am sorry she didn't get 
more help It is also true that 
the 
available mouthwashes 
and breath sweeteners are of 
limited help They just mask 
the odor temporarily and do 
not do anything to correct the 
cause 
The cause can be from the 
teeth This may be from in­ 
fected pockets around the 
roots that a person cannot 
clean out himself A low grade 
infection is present along with 
decaying material. This is 
pyorrhea and it needs to be 
treated by a dentist So, one 
thing a person with bad breath 
should do is see the dentist to 
correct any existing dental 
problems. 
Beyond that the problem 
may be a low grade infection 
in the sinuses As the air flows 
through the nose or back of 
the throat it may pick up un­ 
pleasant odors from such in­ 
fections 
Mouth breathing may cause 
bad breath. The normal 
secretions in the back of the 
throat may dry up and this 
may allow bacteria to grow 
there that create an odor 


Chronically infected tonsils 
may be a source of bad 
breath. Any significant infec­ 
tion can release unpleasant 
odors. However, if the tonsils 
are not infected, taking them 
out will not help a bad breath 
problem. 
Beyond the teeth, throat, 
nose and sinuses there are 
possible problems with the 
lungs. Any infection of the 
lungs, such as chronic lung 
disease, can cause bad odors 
that pass out of the lung with 
each breath. 
The lungs are a major 
source of odors. Remember 
that the odor of alcohol *on a 
person’s breath comes from 
the alcohol vapors being 
released from the blood going 
into the lungs and into the air 
that the person exhales This 
is the basis for the breath test 
for alcohol consumption 
You can breathe out the 
odor of any chemical from the 
body. A person with diabetic 
acidosis will have an odor to 
the breath similar to alcohol 
because chemicals of in­ 
c o m p l e t e 
m e t a b o l i s m 
(ketones) are released from 
the blood into the air Similar­ 
ly chemicals from liver dis­ 
ease may cause the breath to 
have a particular “ fruity’’ 
odor

My advice to everyone who

Law firms striking it rich

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — This is a tale of three cities 
and of a trio of men who practiced law in them last year 
Griffin B Bell, now Attorney General, was a senior partner 
in King it Spalding, the biggest and most respected law firm in 
Atlanta He earned $139.576 in 1976 
Cyrus R Vance, now secretary of State, was a leading 
partner in Simpson. Thaeher & Bartlett, one of New York’s 
most prestigious law firms. He earned $250.444 last year 
Joseph A Cahfano Jr.. now secretary of Health. Education 
and Welfare, was a senior partner in Williams. Connolly & 
Cahfano. one of Washington's best known law firms He earn­ 
ed $505.490 in 1976 
Why were Calif ano s earnings twice those of Vance s and 
three and a half times as large as Bell's? Part of the answer 
can be found in an obscure Census Bureau study called: “ 1972 
Census of Selected Service Industries Legal Services " 
The report, issued 14 months ago. includes the most recent 
and authoritative statistics on the financial status of law firms 
in states and metropolitan areas throughout the country Here 
is what those figures reveal: 
-There are approximately 50 law firms in Washington 
whose gross receipts exceed $1 million annually. Although 
they constitute less than U per cent of all law firms in the city, 
they collect more than half of all revenues 
—A typical partner in one of those major Washington firms 
enjoys pre-tax earnings of more than $100,000 a year The com­ 
parable figure for partners in law firms throughout the nation 
is less than $39,000 
—Those big Washington firms collectively grossed $122 
million in 1972. which gave each an average annual income of 
almost $2 6 million Elsewhere in the country, the average 
was less than one-tenth as large 
The practice of law in Washington is a very big business — 
and nowhere is that more evident than in the figures recently 
made public by Bell, Vance and Cahfano as part of President 
( . h u t ' s program of financial disclosure for members of his 
cabinet 
In fact. Cabíanos law firm income is vastly understated 
because a footnote in his public report shows that a "termina­ 
tion payment" he is owed, an existing "capital account'' and a 
still-undrawn share of 1976 income amount to more than $250. 
000 
But Califano is not alone in his receipt of such lavish 
payments "When 1 think back lo the financial goals I set for 
myself when.I started in (law) practice." says the senior 
partner in one of Washington's biggest law firms, "m y income 
today is just damned extravagant and outlandish." 
The law firm universally acknowledged to be Washington's 
biggest. Covington & Burling, is believed by knowledgeable 
observers to gross close to $20 million annually Two uther 
major firms are reliably estimated to have yearly income of 
more than $10 million apiece. 
The significance of those figures lies in the fact that the Cen­ 
sus Bureau statistics show that almost half of all such gross 
revenues of major Washington firms end up as profit, to be 
divided among the partners 
Those who have monitored the astounding growth of 
Washington's legal industry offer these knowledgeable es­ 
timates of annual earning power: 
Partners in smaller firms and newly-admitted partners in 
larger firms generally receive $75,000-$100,000 before taxes 
The more senior partners at the bigger firms are in the 
$t00,000-$20u,000 category The superstars — there are scores 
of them — can pull down $200,000-1400.000 or more each year 
Cabíano s disclosure is noteworthy only because individual 
lawyers almost never offer such information In his book, 
"The Super lawyers," a landmark study of the city's most 
powerful law firms, author Joseph C. Goulden notes that "in­ 
tim e is something a man discusses only with the tax colector 
and (sometimes) his wife."

Treatment of 


osteoporosis 


DEAR DR. LAM B - Can 
taking estrogen help prevent 
osteoporosis or dowager’s 
hump’’ I am 50 and recently 
had a lam inectom y. My 
orthopedic surgeon strongly 
urged me to continue the es­ 
trogen — I ’ve been taking 
(Premarin) for the past cou­ 
ple of years — as my chance 
of getting osteoporosis was 10 
times greater than getting 
cervical cancer. 
My gynecologist, on the 
other hand, has just advised 
me to stop taking estrogen 
because he is not sure I am 
menopausal at all and wants 
to wait and see. He claims 
there 
is no connection 
between taking estrogen and 
prevention 
of osteoporosis. 
Now what do I do? 
D EAR R EA D ER — I seem 
to get more mail these days 
pointing out the type of dilem­ 
ma you have gotten into It is 
a symptom of patients seeing 
different specialists and not 
having a family doctor My 
first recommendation is to get 
a good family doctor who can 
be in charge of all aspects of 
your care and refer you to 
specialists as needed. 
The value of estrogen in 
preventing or treating os­ 
teoporosis — dissolving bones 
— is hotly debated by 
different highly competent in­ 
vestigators 
Some, including 
gynecologists, of national 
reputation believe it is useful 
in treating osteoporosis when 
it occurs It is apparently not 
useful unless a woman really 
has a deficiency of female 
hormones Many women still 
form appreciable amounts of 
female hormones after the 
ovaries quit. These come 
from the outer shell of the 
adrenal gland (adrenal cor­ 
te x ). 
1 am su re yo u r 
gynecologist wants to find out 
if you are deficient in female 
hormones and if you need any 
hormone replacement If you 
don't, it may not help much. 
I might add that cancer of 
the uterus is much mnrp 
serious than the more com­ 
mon osteoporosis. Recent 
studies do show that estrogen 
may delay osteoporosis but 
may be less effective in 
treating 
established os­ 
teoporosis A new hormone, 
not estrogen, called methan- 
drostenolone (Dianabol by 
Ciba I has been reported not 
only to stop bone loss but in­ 
crease the amount of bone 
tissue 
If other studies con­ 
firm this, it may be useful in 
treating osteoporosis 
The Health Letter number 
6-10. 
Osteoporosis, 
outlines 
the various approaches to its 
prevention and treatment. 
Others who want this informa­ 
tion can send 50 cents for it 
with a long, stamped, self- 
addressed envelope for mail­ 
ing You will note that you can 
decrease your chances of hav­ 
ing bone loss by making sure 
you have an adequate calcium 
intake 1 suggest at least 1000 
milligrams a day and if possi­ 
ble 1500 milligrams 
If you 
don't want to use a quart of 
milk a day or its equivalent, 
you should take calcium 
tablets 
If I were your family doctor 
I would suggest that you 
follow your gynecologist's 
recommendations and try to 
prevent bone loss by other 
means, including adequate ex­ 
ercise, calcium in the diet 
and. if needed in your case, I 
would put you on the program 
of calcium, vitamin D and 
fluoride which has been 
reported by the Mayo Clinic to 
be successful in treating 
patients with osteoporosis.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sup­ 
plies of underground water are 
reaching record low levels in 
parts of the upper midwest 
leading to hundreds of dry 
wells, the U.S. Geological Sur­ 
vey reported Wednesday. 
Officials said the continuing 
drought has led to a sharp drop 
in the level of water in the 
ground in parts of the midwest. 
And in parts of California and 
the northwest the lack of sur­ 
face water has resulted in re­ 
newed tapping of underground 
water supplies. 
“Three 
distinct 
areas 
of 
ground-water problems have 
developed and in parts of all 
these areas there has been a 
marked upsurge in well drilling 
and the reactivation of some 
abandoned wells,” said Richard 
Johnston, a hydrologist with the 
survey’s national center in Res- 
ton, Va. 
“For example, in the north­ 
ern parts of Wisconsin and Min­ 
nesota and in the western part 
of Michivan's Upper Peninsula, 
the decline of the water table to 
near record lows has caused 
many shallow wells to go dry,” 
he said. 
Johnston said that the toll of 
dry wells is estimated at 500 in 
Wisconsin, 1,400 in Michigan 
and 1.900 in Minnesota 
Most of these wells, he said, 
are less than 25 feet deep and 
the area water table—the level 
of underground water — is be­ 
tween two and 13 feet below av­ 
erage. "As a result, well devel­ 
opment and drilling activity 
have increased tremendously 
as 
residents 
seek 
deeper 
groundwater 
supplies.“ 
he 
said. 
The second 
problem area 
noted 
by 
Johnston 
includes 
parts of the Great Plains in 
North and South Dakota, Ne­ 
braska, 
Kansas, 
Iowa, Mis­ 
souri, Illinois and eastern Colo­ 
rado 
In that area, he said, ground 
water levels have dropped to 
below normal but have not yet 
triggered a surge of dry wells 
Because a lack of moisture in 
the soil threatens a return to 
dust bowl conditions, he said, 
there has been a jump in drill­ 
ing activity for irrigation use 
The third area, where well 
drilling has increased to supple­ 
ment insufficient surface water, 
includes parts of California. Ne­ 
vada, Oregon and Washington

"to do something good for 
themselves.” 
“I go to bed thinkuig about 
the Jaycees. I wake up thinking 
about the Jaycees,” says the 
articulate, soft-spoken Jackson. 
The prison unit, one of 8,500 
Jaycee chapters across the 
country, is in the midst of a 
drive to increase its inmate 
membership 
Jackson says two of the most 
important Jaycee programs are 
its leadership seminars and 
public speaking courses. He 
says that, thanks to the public 
speaking course, i can go to 
the parole board and think 
while I’m talking, without it 
coming out mumbo-juinbo ” 
The Somers prison chapter 
also operates a refreshment 
stand for irunates, takes and 
sells color photographs for in­ 
mates to send home, and runs 
a money-making print shop 
which does work for nonprofit 
groups 
Jackson says his chapter 
would also like to organize a 
crime prevention unit similar 
to one operated by the chapter 
at the Enfield prison farm. 
That would send inmates into 
the conununity to talk about 
crune and how to avoid becom­ 
ing a criminal. 
I ast year the Somers chapter 
ranked in the top 15 of the 103 
Jaycee chapters in Connecticut, 
accorduig to Roland Violetle, 
Jaycees district director with 
responsibility for the prison 
unit. 
Violette says the chapter had 
gone downhill early last year, 
so much so that the warden re­ 
fused to meet with inmate Jay­ 
cees or allow Violette to visit 
the prison. 
But since Jackson became 
chapter president in August, 
Violette 
says 
“lie's 
turned 
things around.” 
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Business, Labor Contribute Vital Funds

JEFFERSON CITY - Five 
of the 17 state senators elected 
in 1976 received nearly $90,000 
from business, labor and pro­ 
fessional interest groups, or 
nearly one of every three 
dollars those senators spent to 
win. 
The five legislators received 
donations from a broad range 
of business and labor political 
action committees, which in 
some cases gave vital help in 
insuring victory. 
The survey was based on 


campaign finance records on 
file in the Secretary of State’s 
office. A total of 80 business, 
labor and professional poli­ 
tical action committees were 
surveyed. Some committees 
contributed 
heavily, 
other 
committees raised relatively 
few dollars and still other 
committees were totally inac­ 
tive. 
But not covered in the sur­ 
vey were those contributions 
from persons who did not go 
through a political arm and 
instead, gave individually to 
the candidate of their choice. 
Incumbent Sen. Ralph Uth- 


laut, Jr., R-New Florence, 
was far and away the most 
successful legislator to re­ 
ceive special interest money. 
He received about $9,340 in 
contributions in his active 
campaign, state records show, 
or about 38 per cent of the 
money he received for his 
campaign war chest. 
Another chief beneficiary erf 
special interest group money 
was Sen. John Dennis, D- 
Benton. Dennis was the only 
nonincumbent to successfully 
attract business and labor 
group money. The former 
Scott County Sheriff spent 


about $12,940 to win his seat, 
and about $9,175 of that came 
from special interest groups, 
records show. 
Another chief beneficiary of 
special interest group money 
was Sen. Frank Bild, R-St. 
Louis. More than $6,600 of 
Bild's political income came 
from special interest groups 
with a business or labor bias. 
Bild's election expenditures 
totaled about $19,000, accord­ 
ing to state records. 
After 
senators 
Uthlaut, 
Dennis and Bild, the legislator 
who received the most attrac­ 
tion 
from special 
interest 
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groups was Sen. Mary L. 
Gant, D-Kansas City. 
She 
chairs the Senate 
Banks, 
Banking and Financial Insti­ 
tutions 
Committee. 
Gant 
received 
about 
$6,225, 
or 
nearly one out of every three 
dollars she spent to retain her 
seat, which she narrowly won 
in a contested primary. 
Sen. Phil Snowden, D-Glad- 
stone, a member of the Mis­ 
souri House since 1966, spent 
about $12,927 during the state 
primary and general election 
campaigns. 
Business 
and 
labor contributed to his suc­ 
cess with a total of about 
$5,835, records show. 
Political action committees 
were set up to collect contribu­ 
tions from nearly any type of 
interest 
groups: 
Business­ 
men, unions, laborers, attor­ 
neys, doctors and realtors. 
After the money is donated to 
the committee, the funds are 
spent by the committee on be­ 
half of the candidate, such as a 
fund raising dinner, or are 
donated to the candidate's 
official election committee. 
Under current state cam­ 
paign finance laws, applicable 
for the first time in 1976, poli­ 
tical action committees can 
not contribute more than the 
maximum amount a senator 
himself can spend, an average 
of about $16,000 per primary 
and general election. 
There was ample monetary 
support around the state for 
Uthlaut from a variety of poli­ 
tical action committees. Busi­ 
ness-related committees, such 
as the St Ixniis Committee for 
Economic Growth and the 
Ozark 
Better 
Government 
Gub who favored candidates 
“for a sound Missouri eco­ 
nomy" raised money for Uth­ 
laut 
"We contribute money to 
candidates who best support 
business 
interests." 
said 
Arthur G Muegler, chairmah 
of the St. l/ouis Committee for 
Economic Growth. The group 
analysed voting records of 
candidates "who recognize 
the need for jobs in the state of 
Missouri," he said. 
Muegler said he hopes the 
legislators backed by the com­ 
mittee will be objective on 
free enterprise issues, but he 
said, "we didn't twist any 
arms of candidates " 
Uthlaut received $1.875 from 
the business group, according 
to state records "We knew 
what he stood for.” Muegler 
said. 
Other donations to Uthlaut's 
campaign came from political 
action committees represent­ 
ing the Associated General 
Contractors, the Missouri Re­ 
tailers Association, the Con­ 
struction Industry of Missouri 
and labor groups representing 
the Motor Carriers of both St. 
IxHiis and Kansas City. 
"We felt Uthlaut was a can­ 
didate we wanted to support." 
said 
W. 
W. 
K ennedy, 
treasurer 
of

Carriers 
of 
Kansas 
Gty. 
"There has been no one thing 
he (Uthlaut) did for this 
group," he added 
Dennis also was a successful 
legislator receiving financial 
support from political action 
committees. The St. Ixmis 
Electrical Workers Ixxral No. 
1 raised $200 for Dennis, 
records show. 
A $5,000 boost to Dennis 
came from the St Ixmis Com­ 
mittee for Economic Growth. 
More than $1,600 of Dennis’s 
contributions came from poli­ 
tical action committees spon­ 
sored by businessmen from 
Springfield, Jefferson Gty, 
Columbia and Centraba. 
Ixirge donations from busi­ 
ness and labor interest groups 
also were made to Bild The 
Sheet Metal Workers of St. 
louis donated $100 to Bild's 
campaign while the St Ixhiis 
Teamsters Joint Council Local 
No 13 raised another $100 for 
the incumbent 
A political action committee 
set up for Anheuser-Busch 
Inc gave $200 to Bild’s cam­ 
paign coffers while the Asso­ 
ciated General Contractors 
raised $500 for the legislator.

- Write down the other driv­ 
er's name, address and driver’s 
license number 
—Obtain the names and ad­ 
dresses of all passengers in­ 
volved in the accident and any­ 
one who witnessed the mishap, 
—Tell the basic facts to the 
police officer who investigates 
the accident, but do not admit 


stances Make a note of the of­ 
ficer's name, badge number 
and jurisdiction 
— Refuse to sign any liability 
waivers or assurances that you 
are uninjured since accident in­ 
juries are not always unine- 
diately evident. Even if you 
only suspect you are injured, 
you should consider seeing a 
doctor. 
—Take notes on the circum­ 
stances surrounding the acci­ 
dent, including time, place, 
weather and road conditions, 
any evidence of a law violation, 
approximate speed of both cars 
and other relevant details. 
—Make as accurate a dia­ 
gram as possible of the scene 
of the accident, including the 
precise placement of cars and 
people.

Corporate tax changes will wait 
until next year, discussion begins 


STATE COLLEGE, Pa. (AP) 
— Joey Cappellettl, the young­ 
est brother of a college football 
hero, once made a tough New 
York City sporting audience 
weep over his fight against a 
killer disease. 
Tears fell again Sunday night 
when a film version of his fatal 
struggle was given a special 
screening here at Penn State 
University, where his brother 
John earned the Heismann Tro­ 
phy, college football’s highest 
award. 
“Something for Joey" will be 
shown nationwide April 6 on 
CBS. 
"It was like re-living the 
whole thing," said Mike Cap- 
pelletti, Joey’s older brother. 
"As long as people remember 
him, he’s still with us.’’ 
Joey died last April 8 at the 
age of 13. For eight years, he 
battled leukemia with countless 
doctors, 
constant medication 
and regular stays in the hospi­ 
tal. 
John Cappellettl, now a pro­ 
fessional running back with the 
Loa Angelas Rams, immorta­ 
lised Joey at the Heismann din­ 
ner in New York in December 
of 1973. 
He had shared the painful 
days with Joey in their Upper 
Darby, 
Pa., 
home. 
He had 
watched Joey bear monthly 
spinal tapa and brave the in­ 
justice of having a normal 
childhood stolen from him. 
He shared his admiration In a 
moving speech that actor Marc 
Singer 
repeats 
in 
Jerry 
McNeely’s screenplay. 
"They say I’ve shown cour­ 
age on the football field. But 
for me, it's only on the field, 
and only in the fall," John told 
a startled audience. 
"Joey lives with pain all the 
time. His courage is round-the- 
clock. I want him to have this 
trophy. 
It’s 
more his 
than 
mine, because he's been such 
an 
inspiration 
to 
me," 
he 
added. 
"If I could dedicate this tro­ 
phy to him, if it could give him 
one day of happiness, it would 
all be worthwhile," the weeping 
Cappellettl said. 
Joey placed the Heismann on

League trophy "My brother is 
the best ever," he would say 
later.

Today's Brides 


Slightly Older 


NEW YORK (AP) — Today’s 
brides are slightly older than 
their counterparts five years 
ago, according to a survey of 
its readers by Bride's Maga­ 
zine, which shows women are 
now marrying at an average 
age of 21.5 years compared 
with 20.8 in 1971. 
They appear to be more tra­ 
ditional, with 81 per cent saying 
they used engraved wedding 
announcements and 61 per cent 
using the services of a wedding 
gift registry. 
The general desire was for 12 
five-piece place settings of fine 
china, silver and crystal as op­ 
posed to only eight settings of 
casual tableware previously. 
Brides also spent a third more 
on outfitting their first home — 
$4,808 average compared with 
$3,460. All expect to have stereo 
equipment and 80 per cent ex­ 
pect to have color television. 
Of those responding to the 
survey, 95 per cent plan to 
work for four or five years 
after marriage. Five years ago 
the respondents expected to 
continue working for only three 
years.

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No new site in sight 
as prison population swells

JEFFERSON CITY - Mis­ 
souri’s prisons will reach the 
bursting point by the end of 
the year when corrections offi­ 
cials expect the state’s institu­ 
tions to be filled to an absolute 
maximum capacity. 
Yet the General Assembly 
and the administration of Gov. 
Joseph Teasdale have made 
little progress in finding a site 
for a new prison. 
While most legislators and 
executive 
branch 
officials 
have accepted the need for ex­ 
panding prison facilities, indi­ 
vidual communities have re­ 
sisted the plan since it was 
proposed in 1974. 
Some small towns have ex­ 
pressed interest, but none are 
near St. Louis or Kansas City. 
Corrections officials want a 
metropolitan site because it 
would provide greater access 
to potential employes and pri­ 
soners’ families. 
“The emotionality is kind of 
horrifying,” 
Teasdale’s 
director of the Department of 
Social Services, James Walsh, 
told the Joint Committee on 
Corrections recently. “Most of 
the attitude seems to be put 
them away and forget about 
them.” 
The total number of inmates 
in the state’s correctional in­ 
stitutions is now 14.900 — a 
thousand more than the pri­ 
sons are equipped to handle 
comfortably. A projection of 
statistics for previous years 
indicates that an absolute 
maximum capacity of 5,375 


will be reached within nine 
months. 
A new prison, even if a site 
were found tomorrow, would 
not alleviate the shortage of 
space in the near future. It is 
estimated that construction 
could be completed at the 
earliest in three years. 
Emergency measures have 
been taken to cope with the 
overflow. Corrections officials 
are touring the state, looking 
for vacant hospitals or ware­ 
houses that might be used for 
temporary housing. 


Teasdale, like his prede­ 
cessor Christopher Bond, has 
announced his commitment to 
finding a site for permanent 
housing. In his budget for the 
upcoming fiscal year, he has 
asked the legislature for $21 
million for the construction of 
one prison and the planning of 
another. 
Walsh has a file three inches 
thick from officials, private 
citizens and even real estate 
salesmen expressing interest 
in the proposed institution. 
“I had no idea we’d be 
invited by half the state of 
Missouri,” he said. 


But the offers are always 
subject to refusal by the over­ 
all local populations. And the 
metropolitan 
areas, 
where 
most inmates come from, 
have yet to respond. 
“Basically, to run a good 
prison, you have to have good 
employes,” Walsh said. “We 
need a wide variety of citizens 
who 
can 
understand 
the 
inmates’ 
problems 
and 
feelings and can talk to them. 


That’s the key to a well-run 
prison.” 
Instead of selecting criteria 
for a site and urging accep­ 
tance in desirable areas, how­ 
ever, 
corrections 
officials 
have 
been 
instructed 
by 


Teasdale to investigate offers 
that come in. 
“How far do you go in 
seeking 
public 
approval?” 
Walsh said. “If we seek a 
referendum, we’ll get the 
dickens beat out of us each 
time.” 
Walsh is conducting tours of 
the suggested sites personally 
— as many as three in one 
day. When Walsh told the 
governor of this burden on his 
schedule, he said, Teasdale 
offered him the use of a heli­ 
copter. 
"I thought you’d be doing 
this in a business-like way,” 
said 
committee 
member 
Harold Reisch, R-Columbia, 
“by having criteria, by saying 
the finest location would be in 
such-and-such place.” 
The committee decided to 
send a delegation to see 
Teasdale about site-selection 
methods. 
Other 
members 
of 
the 
committee are questioning 
provisions 
of 
legislation, 
passed in 1976, that would 
provide money for the project. 
They wonder if the state might 
not make better use of a maxi- 
mum-security prison, rather 
than 
the 
medium-security 
prison the legislation calls for. 
They reason that many 
management problems at the 
penitentiary are caused by the 


incarceration among its 2,400 
inmates of some 600 serving 25 
years or more. If this segment 
could be isolated, the 47-acre 
central prison could be con­ 
verted to 
medium-security 
use. 
But the idea is likely to be 
resisted by corrections offi­ 
cials, such as Walsh, who 
believe efforts would be better 
concentrated on finding better 
facilities for the bulk of the 
prison population. They want 
not only a new medium-secu­ 
rity prison but more money 
for half-way houses and other 
institutions 
only 
a 
step 
removed from the outside 
population. 
Whatever the specifics and 
despite 
public 
reluctance, 
legislators believe action on 
finding a site is needed des­ 
perately. 
“We offer them an alter­ 
native,” 
said 
committee 
member Fred Williams, D-St. 
Louis. “We build a new prison 
or we let them walk the 
streets.”

Planning Is 
Called Vital 
For Cities 


BOSTON (AP; - The hope 
for a livable urban America is 
riding on regional cities such as 
Kansas City — not Los Angeles, 
New York or Newark, says a 
leading urbanologist. 
Dr. Charles N. Kimball, pres­ 
ident of Midwest Research In­ 
stitute in Kansas City, warned 
a group of Boston businessmen 
“ Whether our children see their 
country in term s of America 
the Beautiful or West Side Sto­ 
ry is our choice.” 
Kimball said that most Amer­ 
icans are “chilled” by pre­ 
dictions that the U.S. will be 85 
per cent urbanized, and have 50 
million additional people by the 
turn of the century. 
“ It’s time to ask ourselves," 
he suggested, “not only where, 
but more important, how our 
children are going to live in 
1999.” 
The scientist, who is credited 
with playing a major role in 
the renaissance of Kansas City, 
rejected the idea that the na­ 
tion must build 100 new cities 
to meet its projected population 
needs. 
“ It’s impossible," he added, 
“to build a new Boston, Kansas 
City, or Minneapolis — no m at­ 
ter how much money you have 
to spend." 
According to Kimball, Amer­ 
ica’s major regional cities must 
begin to play a much larger 
role in the urban challenge that 
faces the country. He pointed 
out that there are 75 metropoli­ 
tan areas in the U.S. with a 
population of under 1.5 million 
that are capable of housing the

LOS ANGELES (AP> - For­ 
m er President Richard M Nix­ 
on, silent until now about his 
career and the W atergate scan­ 
dal that drove him from office 
in 1974, starts talking today for 
history, television and money.

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Diamond Engagement Ring Tradition Is 500 Years Old 
Novelist Analyzes 
Guilt, Individual 
NEW YORK i AP) - This 
year marks the 500th anni­ 
versary of the diamond engage­ 
ment ring. 
It all started in 1477, the Jew­ 
elry Industry 
Council says, 
when the dashing young Ar- 


chduke Maximilian of Austria 
wooed and won comely Mary of 
Burgundy and sealed the pact 
with a handsome diamond ring. 
Heeding 
his 
advisor 
who 
wrote: “At the betrothal your 
Grace must have a ring set 
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with a diamond and also a gold 
ring,” Maximilian had an im- 
posing-looking gold one fashion­ 
ed and wed his beloved Mary 
within 24 hours of the betrothal 
ceremony. 
The actual ring, with a large 
cutout “M,” for Maximilian, 
highlighted with diamonds and 
a smaller stylized “M,” for 
Mary, done in smaller dia­ 
monds, is still in existence. The 
ring is now in the Museum of 
Fine Arts in Vienna.the Jewelry 
Industry Council learned during 
research in connection with the 
anniversary celebration. 
Although the tradition of the 
diamond 
as 
the 
bethrothal 
stone began 500 years ago, evi­ 
dence of the engagement tradi­ 
tion dates back as far as the 
caveman. 
The pharaohs of Egypt are 
believed to have originated the 
ring, or circle, as a symbol of 
eternity. Their sketches in­ 
dicate the circle as a heavenly 
sign that life, happiness and 
love have no beginning and no 
end. 
Until the 19th century, the 
diamond engagement ring was 
a luxury only royalty and the 
very wealthy could afford, savs 
the Diamond Information Cen­ 
ter. But today in the United 
States, it reports, 78 per cent of 
all first-tiine brides and nearly 
50 per cent of all repeat brides 
receive a diamond engagement 
ring, and nearly half of all 
brides choose matched sets of 
engagement and wedding rings. 
Since their discovery some 2,- 
000 years ago diamonds have 
been a constant source of fasci­ 
nation, the information center 
researchers say. Named after 
the greek word 
“adainas.” 
meaning unconquerable, dia­ 
monds are the hardest and 
most durable of all natural sub­ 


stances. By their very nature, 
they came to symbolize cour­ 
age and invincibility. Some an­ 
cients believed that hose who 
gazed into a diamond would 
gain inner strength. Others saw 
the diamond as a talisman to 
ward off evil. 
While the oval and marquise 
shapes are gaining in popu­ 
larity, the solitaire 
in 
the 
brilliant or round cut remains 
the most popular choice today. 


However, this has not always 
been so. The engagement ring, 
like women’s fashions, has fol­ 
lowed various trends. In colo­ 
nial days the preferred setting 
was a hoop with diamonds 
circling half way or all the way 
around the finger. This style 
was referred to as the keeper 
ring, as it was placed above the 
wedding band for safekeeping. 
In Martha Washington's day, 
clusters of diamonds were fash­ 
ioned 
into 
floral 
bouquets. 
Many of these bouquet rings 
had scalloped borders and were 
referred to as cookie rings. 
During the Victorian period 
diamond 
engagement 
rings,

were 
quite large and ornate. Bands 
of yellow gold were embellished 
with details of black enamel. 
At the close of the 19th centu­ 
ry, jewelry designs underwent 
extensive changes when plati­ 
num began to be used for set­ 
ting gems. Because platinum is 
stronger than gold or silver it 
allows the diamonds to be set 
in claws raising the stones 
from the ring — enabling the 
stone to catch and reflect even 
more light rays. 
The brilliant-cut solitaire be­ 
gan to gain popularity and be­ 
came a classic ring in the 
1890s.

In “Commemorations,” Hans

From the 
opening pages in which Pikela 
is given the gun that can lead 
him into a new life, the reader is 
drawn into his story and kept a 
fascinated prisoner until the 
final shocking end. 
Herlin does a masterful job

plot. Pikela appears a relative­ 
ly simple character at first but 
as Herlin paints in block after 
block of the man’s past the 
character assumes the total 
complexity of a fully realized 
person.

wnen painting a room, the 
proper procedure is to do the 
ceiling first, then the walls and 
finally the windows. 
A common mistake is to do 
each window as you reach it 
while painting the walls. This 
isn’t a good practice for several 
reasons. It means you must 
halt the painting of the walls at 
awkward places. It involves the 
use of a second brush while the 
first is still dripping with paint. 
And it calls for a longer period 
of work at a single time. 
Better to paint the ceiling as 
the first step, tackling the walls 
next if you feel like it, putting 
them off until the next day if 
you wish. Then, whenever you 
feel in the mood, even the fol­ 
lowing week, you can paint the 
windows almost as though it 
was a separate project, which 
it almost is. 
The job of painting windows 
is a lot easier when the proper 
brush is used. It should be one 
with angled bristles, called a 
sash brush, or something sim­ 
ilar. The angled bristles make 
it easier to handle along nar­ 
row strips and in confined 
areas. The brush should be 
dipped in only about one-third 
its length, with the excess paint 
tapped off on the inside of the 
container. As the brush is 
pressed down very lightly so 
that the bristles spread out in 
fan-like fashion, the edges of 
the bristles should be permitted 
to touch the edge of the glass 
as you move along. 
There are several ways to 
handle what almost always 


happens, no matter how careful 
you are, which is getting a 
little of the paint on the glass 
where it doesn’t belong. One is 
simply to forget about the bit of 
paint on the glass, wait until it 
is comDletely dry and then 
scrape it off with a single-edged 
razor or a tool that holds a 
blade. Another is to keep a rag 
handy and. as soon as there is 
a smear, wipe it ott. You can 
use one of the metal or plastic 
shields that is slid along with 
the brush to protect the glass 
from the paint. Or you can sub­ 
stitute one of those throwaway 
pieces of cardboard that come 
inside men’s new shirts or 
those that have been laundered 
professionally. If a shield or 
piece of cardboard is used, you 
will find that you have to keep 
wiping it off as you proceed 
with the painting. 
Some persons use masking 
tape to protect the glass. If you 
use this method, you’ll have to 
get the knack of putting on the 
tape excatly right, which in­ 
volves butting it against the 
wood but not on it. If it isn’t 
butted up against the wood, 
some of the paint will get on 
the glass. If any of the tape is 
on the wood, that portion will 
not get any paint on it. 
Painting casement windows 
is no particular problem if you 
remember to do the rnuntins 
first. These are the wooden 
strips separating the glass. 
With a double-hung window, the 
first step is to raise the lower 
sash and lower the upper sash. 
Paint the inside edge of the up­ 
per meeting rail, then the top 
of that rail, then a couple of 
inches up the rnuntins.

A growing number of Ameri­ 
cans are installing smoke de­ 
tectors in their homes to pro­ 
vide an early warning system 
in case of fire. 
The National Fire Prevention 
and 
Control 
Administration 
says 33 states already have 
regulations requiring the use of 
smoke alarms, usually in new 
houses, mobile homes and de­ 
velopments. Other states and 
some cities are considering 
similar rules. 
The agency says it would like 
to see the devices in 25 per cent 
of all American homes by 1960 
and in 75 per cent by 1990. 
About eight million smoke de­ 
tectors were sold last year, up 
from only 50,000 in 1972. 
Smoke detectors work by sen­ 
sing the rising smoke from a 
fire and sounding an alarm 
loud enough to wake even 
heavy sleepers. They can de­ 
tect smoke far from the origin 
of a fire and often will sound 


the alarm before flames are 
visible. 
As the popularity of smoke 
detectors has grown, so has the 
number of models and brands 
on the market, making it more 
difficult 
for 
consumers 
to 
choose. 
You should make sure you se­ 
lect a detector which has been 
approved by one of several ma­ 
jor testing laboratories There 
is no shortage of such detec­ 
tors. Underwriters Laboratories 
Inc. says 96 brands of smoke 
alarms meet its standards. 
Prices for the detectors gener­ 
ally range from $20 to $70. Ex­ 
tra features such as test but­ 
tons are included on the more 
expensive models 
There are two basic types of 
smoke detectors: photoelectric 
and ionization chamber. 
The photoelectric smoke de­ 
tector contains a light bulb and 
a photocell. When smoke enters 
the detect«-, light from the 
beam is reflected from smoke 


particles into the photocell, 
triggering the alarm. 
The ionization variety con­ 
tains a small radiation source 
that 
produces 
electrically 
charged air molecules called 
ions. The presence of these ions 
allows a small electric current 
to flow in the chamber. When 
smoke particles enter, they at­ 
tach themselves to the ions, re­ 
ducing the flow of current. The 
change in the current sets off 
the alarm. 
According to the fire pre­ 
vention and control unit, “Both 
types of detectors are equally 
effective in the home." Ioniza­ 
tion detectors generally will re­ 
act more quickly to flaming 
fires; photoelectric detectors 
will generally respond faster to 
smouldering fires. 
Ionization detectors generally 
operate on batteries. You have 
greater freedom of choice when 
it comes to deciding where to 
place the detector, but you also 
have to replace the batteries. 


Replacement batteries general­ 
ly cost between $2 and $10. 
Photoelectric detectors usual­ 
ly run on household current. 
They may be plugged into a 
wall 
outlet 
or 
wired 
per­ 
manently 
into your home’s 
electric system. 12» permanent 
wiring should be done by an 
electrician and costs about $25 
to $50. Like the battery-oper­ 
ated alarms, the photoelectric 
detectors include a device — 
usually a light — to indicate 
that the power is functioning.

Food for Peace spending 
2nd lowest in 22 vears 


WASHINGTON <AP> - The 
government's spending on the 
23-year-old Food for Peace pro­ 
gram in the last fiscal year 
was the second lowest in the 
last 22 years, final figures 
show. 
The $65 million spent on the 
government-to-government do­ 
nations part of the program 
was the lowest in U years At 
the same time, the $192 million 
worth of food donated through 
voluntary relief agencies was 
the highest ever. 
Including donations, the easy- 
credit aspect of the program 
and trades for strategic mate­ 
rials, the Food for Peace ship­ 
ments in the year ending last 
June 30 totalled $907 million, a 
17.7 per cent decline from the 
previous fiscal year 
The average for the last five 
years has been $977.4 million, 
according to figures released 
late last week by the Agricul­ 
ture Department. 
USDA and the State Depart­ 
ment, joint operators of the 
program, have been criticized 
for not boosting food aid sub­ 
stantially following the 1974 
World 
Food 
Conference 
in 
Rome 
Farmers hit by low prices for 
their goods have joined the crit­ 
icism, saying the program is an 
export 
outlet 
that 
is 
in­ 
sufficiently used 
The initial allocations for fis­ 
cal 1976 totalled $1.2 billion 
Officials said such disparities 


are not unusual because of 
shipping problems Last year 
and now, they added, world­ 
wide food surpluses have sharp­ 
ly reduced the requests for the 
aid. too. 
Nonetheless, the $257 million 
of the donations side was far 
short of the $341.4 million allo­ 
cated Of the $876 4 million allo­

sales, only $650 million worth 
was shipped 
When the separate food-aid 
programs of the Agency for In­ 
ternational Development are 
added into the Food for Peace 
exports, the total for govern­ 
ment-financed programs was

Susan A. Libbin, an econo­ 
mist reporting on the figures 
Friday, said rice sales and non­

ROME (API - Trying to re 
vive Latin in the land that 
created it. Italy is considering 
a plan to make sure no student 
gets away without at least a 
small dose of the language 
Given their choice, many 7th 
and 8th graders choose alterna­ 
tive music or workshop classes 
— knitting for girls and carving 
for boys 
Education Minister Franco 
Malfatti proposed Tuesday that 
Latin studies, now optional for 
most students, be included as a 
part of regular Italian language 
studies in the 7th and 8th 
grades 
He immediately drew the an­ 
ger of Communists, who want 
even the optional Latin studies 
replaced with emphasis in ear­ 
ly grades on subjects related to 
“work, history and sciences," 
Malfatti and his Christian 
Democrat party said the bill 
would bring ‘more thorough 
development of the Italian lan­

ians can read the works of Vir­

I .atm studies are declining 
outside Italy as well In the 
United States, no college appar­ 
ently makes it a general r* 
quirement for either admission 
or graduation.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 
Some laws can ruffle your 
feathers, the inan who organ­ 
ized 
“Sacred 
Circles: 
2000 
Years of North American In­ 
dian Art” discovered during ef­ 
forts to transport the famous 
exhibition from Ixmdon to Kan­ 
sas City. 
The eagle feathers adorning 
many objects in the exhibition 
posed a particularly delicate 
problem, said Ralph T. Coe, di­ 
rector of the Nelson Gallery of 
Art-Atkins Museum of Fine 
Arts, where the show will open 
April 16. 
“There is a law forbidding 
the sale or trading of objects 
containing 
migratory 
bird 
feathers, including eagle feath­ 
ers. Beyond the obvious usage 
of feathers in Indian head­ 
dresses and warbonnets, other 
parts of the eagle show up in 


other applications,” Coe said. 
“ All I could think of was the 
prospect of a bunch of U.S. 
m arshals coming in and un­ 
pounding loans from the British 
Museum and other lenders.” 
A series of laws enacted 
since 1940 and aimed at con- 
s e r v i n g certain migratory 
birds, restrict or prohibit the 
sale or possession of feathers 
or any other body parts of 
birds. 
While American Indians may 
possess and exchange — but 
not sell — objects bearing eagle 
feathers, non-Indians without 
special permits are liable for 
prosecution. 
Recent 
inter­ 
pretations of the laws have 
made it virtually unpossible for 
non-Indians legally to possess 
Indian feather artifacts of any 
age without a government per­ 
mit. 


Other laws regulate the im­ 
port and export of such items, 
and illegally imported objects 
containing body parts of certain 
endangered species may be im­ 
pounded. Since 1971, the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service — 
charged with enforcing these 
laws — has confiscated toy 
yaks, a crocodile foot, an arm a­ 
dillo guitar and a stuffed An­ 
dean 
condor, 
among 
other 
items. 
In his international search for 
the “Sacred Circles” exhibition, 
Coe three years ago contacted 
the service about feathery ob­ 
jects expected to be trans­ 
ported 
in 
conjunction 
with 
showings in London and Kansas 
City. The service’s law enforce­ 
ment division located in Inde­ 
pendence, Mo., pledged cooper­ 
ation but requested certain con­ 
ditions. 


“An official assured me the 
last thing the government want­ 
ed to do was interfere with an 
important international exhibi­ 
tion,” Coe said. “ At the same 
tune, he reminded me there 
were legal considerations to 
reckon with.” 
At first, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service wanted a complete list 
of everything in the exhibit con­ 
taining an eagle feather or any 
other body part. Historically, 
Indians used many parts of the 
eagle, including feathers for 
decoration, talons for amulets 
— or charm s — wingbones for 
whistles and the down for cere­ 
monial sprinkling. 
Coe explained that such an 
inventory would be likely to 
take years to compile. Many 
objects were found in corners 
and back rooms of museums 
and private collections.

UPTOWN. DOWNTOWN. By 
Stan Fischler. Hawthorn. 288 
pages. $12.95. 
For good or bad, nothing so 
instantly symbolizes New York 
City as its subways: the hustle 
and bustle, the high speed and 
low fare, the sheer size of the 
system and the crowds, the 
noise, dirt and seeming con­ 
fusion. 
A sports writer and author of 
more than 40 books, a train 
buff and subway rider since 
boyhood, Stan Fischler tells the 
New York subway’s story ui 
“Uptown, Downtown, a Trip 
Through Tune on New York s 
Subways,” and he sets the tone 
right in the introduction: 
“On a global basis, the New 
York subway has formidable 
competition. London not only 
dug the first underground rapid 
transit system in the world, but 
constantly enlarged its tubes 
and maintains an elaborate, 
well-run operation. Paris has, 
in parts, an ancient system, but 
has also built a series of high 
speed lines, including one that 
links the international airport 
to the city’s center i which New 
York conspicuously never has 
done). 
“No subway is more ornate 
than Moscow's or more modern 
than Berlin's. 
“But the winner, so far as I 
am concerned, remains the 
New York City subway, and 
this book is written to tell the 
reason why.” 
In 288 pages, 60 photographs

original 
sketches. 
Fischler tells of the need for 
the rapid transit system, dating 
back to 1825, the planning, the 
building, the engineering and 
political delays and the dis­ 
asters. 
Fischler is at his best in the 
minutiae of the 708-track-mile, I 
3-million-daily passenger sys­ 
tem, like the little-known South 
Brooklyn Railway Co., a freight 
short line owned by the Transit 
A ithority which operates the 
subways. Its tram manifest 
once listed an embalmed whale 
en route to a Coney Island dis­ 
play. One of his most fascinat-

chapters 
is 
entitled, 
'B each's 
Bizarre 
Broadway 
Subway.” It tells the story of a 
short-lived and short-distanced, 
fan-driven, pneumatic-tube sub­ 
way of 1870 designed by Alfred 
Ely Beach, copublisher of The 
New York Sun and a patent at­ 
torney. It was built under 
Broadway, outside City Hall. 
Beach's block-long subway had 
a magnificent 
waiting room, 
complete with flowing fountain, 
piano and works of art, but a 
combination of political chi­ 
canery and inflation ended the 
experimental venture in 1873. 
Almost 50 years later, sand- 
hogs building what is now the 
BMT subway division broke 
through 
a 
wall 
and 
found 
Beach's elegant waiting salon 
and tiny subway car virtually 
untouched by time. The tube 
now is part of the system and a 
plaque at the City Hall BMT 
station recalls Beach’s feat.

THE VOICES OF GUNS. By 
Vin Mcl^llan & Paul Avery. 
Putnam. 544 Pages. $14 95. 
This is the definitive work on 
the 
Syinbtonese 
Liberation 
Army, the group of ragtag ter­ 
rorists which kidnaped Patricia 
Hearst and cut a wake of vio­ 
lence that included the fiery 
deaths of six of its own mem­ 
bers. 
The lengthy volume - which 
includes a 25-page appendix of 
SLA documents - should serve 
as a fascinating sourcebook for 
readers interested in the Hearst 
story. For those with only a 
passing interest, there is prob­ 
ably more information than can 
be comfortably absorbed. 
Authors Vin McLellan and 
Paul Avery, reporters who cov­ 
ered the Hearst story, offer tid­ 
bits on the final months before 
Miss Hearst's 1975 capture and 
quote extensively from hitherto 
secret writings from within the 
SLA cell. But the book’s main 
value is in pulling together the 
complex and protracted SI A 
story and placing it in the con­ 
text of the unique West Coast 
radical environment. The writ­ 
ing is often very good, particu­ 
larly the profiles of the SI .A 
cadre 
that 
abducted 
Miss 
Hearst. 
The most visible weakness of 
the account is in explaining the 
motivation of the white, middle- 
class youths who joined the 
SLA ranks 
There is ample 
background on the revolution­ 
ary theory they embraced but 
little that would tell a parent 
about the psychology of con­ 
version. 
A lot of ink has been spilled 
on the Hearst-SLA story, and 
more is sure to coine. But if 
you’re in the market for one 
readable, well-documented ac­ 
count of a most bizarre crune,

S ug a r ma n , who 
designs for Victoria handbags, 
the "most successful canvas 
bag house in the country,” 
should know. 
Working with different 
weights of canvas, she creates 
two or three collections a 
year, 60 bags to a collection, 
and she thinks it's a snap 
"Actually, it’s the little 
touches that change, the 
color, the darting, striping the 
canvas which I’m doing for 
spri ng. After all, how 
different can you be with a 
handbag9” 
Well, you can take a canvas 
tote bag and give it the look of 
a handbag. Make it a little 
shapelier, put a zipper on top, 
add gussets that expand, dar­ 
ting here and pockets there 
and maybe straps that snap in 
and out and change a shoulder 
bag into an attache case 
That's what Mrs Sugarman 
began doing for Victoria's tote 
bags when she joined the com­ 
pany three years ago, and she 
has been so successful, she 
says, that her styles are 
copied by the higher priced 
leather houses 
But there's little danger of 
their stealing her customer, 
who is generally 22 to 35 and 
used to schlep a raggedy 
carryall with her jeans 
Now, she says, “ that 
customer relates very well to 
fabric She likes natural fiber. 
She doesn't want vinyl and she 
doesn't want to spend $50 for a 


leather handbag she may not 
want to wear next year.” 
She’s content to get a year’s 
wear out of one goodlooking 
canvas bag — or two or three 
— that she spent $13-28 for. 
And if she takes care, it can 
live longer. "All our bags can 
be dry cleaned unless they 
have vinyl or jute in them. 
And a solid color bag can be 
washed with a brush and cold 
water wash. If there’s a dark 
trim, however, the color will 
run. 
"We’re hoping to make bag 
tags in the future with clean­ 
ing instructions,” she con­ 
tinues, "but it’s very costly 
right now and the consumer 


would ultimately pay. Every 
bag is different, you see, so 
we can’t use one standard tag. 
But in time we might be able 
to absorb the cost. 


"I have tremendous com­ 
passion for the consumer,” 
she adds, "because she’s 
clicked every which way and 
that’s one reason I didn’t want 
to be a fashion designer." 


A couple of yea r s on

DEAR POLLY — I recently purchased a natural leather 
handbag that is spotted with blood that seeped through the 
package when I was carrying fresh beef The blood dripped 
through to the leather so I would like to know how to remove 
these stains as the purse is a light tan color. Any suggestions 
will be greatly appreciated — DEBBIE. 
DEAR DEBBIE - There must necessarily be a lot of 
‘•Us” in any answer to your problem. If the purse is a syn­ 
thetic leather that has a finish on it, such stains might be 
wiped off witb a cloth dipped in a mixture of household am­ 
monia and water. Do test in an inconspicuous spot first. Or 
you might try sponging with cold water and then rub with the 
suds from a detergent and water mixture. This is no sure cure 
because of the possibility that the blood might have penetrated 
into the leather, but it might be worth a try. 
Have you thought of having the purse dyed? I recently had 
some leather shoes dyed that came out most satisfactorily. 
Some even buy such kits and dye leather themselves. But be 
sure you change the color to one as dark as the spots. —

A divergent view of women on the job

NEW YORK (N EA ) - ‘All 
w e’ve heard about these last 
six months is B arbara W alters 
and her million dollar con­ 
tr a c t,” 
says 
Louise 
Kapp 
Howe, author of "P in k Collar 
W orkers.” published by Put­ 
nam 
"W e don t hear that th^ ear­ 
ning gap betw een working 
men and women is higher than 
ev er." she says In 1956. the 
average earnings of fulltim e 
working women were 63 per 
cent of m en's, in 1974. they 


had shrunk to 57 per cent. 
We don't hear, she adds, 
that 
"wom en 
in 
the 
labor 
force are as segregated today 
as they were at the turn of the 
century.” 
In 
i9 0 0 . 
m o st 
w ork in g 
w om en 
had 
a g ric u ltu ra l,

It took her three years and 
conversations 
with 
perhaps 
two hundred women around

women’s movement was not 
a ffe c tin g the m a jo rity of 
working women in this coun­ 
try ." 
Certainly it helped the oc­ 
c a s io n a l 
lady 
b a n k e r or 
lawyer, but in the m ain, "th e 
m ovem ent overlooked these 
other women. 
"W hen it all began.” she 
says, "wom en were saying we 


don't want to do what women 
have been doing all these 
y ears 
But they didn’t all 
necessarily mean that pink 


collar world had no value.” It 
just seem ed that way. 
And even if they didn’t say 
that, society has always un­ 
dervalued women unless they 
perform a m an's job 
Strangely enough, if you put 
a man in a "pink co lla r" job, 
that in itself upgrades the 
position 
Mr. Seym our coifs 
your hair and he's fawned on. 
respected and paid very well. 
The typical fem ale beauti­ 
cian who perform s the sam e 
functions, 
how ever, 
earns 
less, has no job security, no 
adequate union protection, 
and is su b ject to the bad 
tem peram ent and hiring and 
firing whims of the man who 
owns the shop She's not Ms 
or Miss Anybody 


Then there are w aitresses 
and w aiters 
He gets the better pavhng 
jobs in fine restaurants, hotels 
and private clubs, enabling 
him to assum e a well-paid air 
of superiority 
She works in coffee shops, 
cocktail lounges (where she's 
often marked as fair gam e by 
some m ale cu stom ers), in the 
less expensive eateries, again 
without fringe benefits, job 
secu rity 
p erh ap s even a 
locker to change her clothes 
In the largest occupational 
group in the country, office 
clerical w orkers where 97 per 
cent of the typists are women 
and 99 p e r c e n t of th e 
secretaries are women, there 
are other ills. 
Say you work for a large in­ 
surance 
company 
which 
is 
giving you a pension, health 
insurance, free lunches and 


lulling you into stupefaction 
with Muzak The company is 
probably paying you a poor 
wage (after all. look at the 
benefits). It’s definitely coun­ 
ting on you to leave, not too 
long after arriving, to m arry 
or have a child Then it can 
h ire a n o th er 
high 
school 
graduate at base pay to take 
your place 
Worse, these days, it’ll hire 
an 
o v e rq u a lifie d 
c o lle g e 
graduate who can t find work 
elsew here 
"Credential 
requirem ents 
are being upped year after 
year for the sam e job and it’s 
absu rd .” M rs. 
Howe says 
"College grads are going into 
yesterday’s non-college jobs 
and the chances non-college 
women had 
b efo re, which 
weren't that great, will be less 
and less.” 
Since seven out of eight 
working 
women don’t have 
college degrees, that means 
everyone gets hurt 


Mrs 
Howe doesn t know 
what the answ ers are 
how. 
for instan ce, sales women 
selling "so ft goods” can work 
their way into the big com m is­ 
sion jobs in furniture and m a­ 
jo r appliance, 
which they 
usually don’t want anyway 
because they fear the reaction 
of the men already working 
there, how to fight a depart­ 
ment store's policy stating 
m anagers m ust be college 
grads which m eans promoting 
from outside the company, not 
within; how. finally, to deal 
with the inertia clouding the 
"p in k c o lla r ” w orld that 
prevents women from fighting 
for fair union representation, 
among other things — often 
because after caring for small 
children and the house all day. 
and working part-tim e on a 
night job. 
they re just too 
tired 
One thing is clear 
for all 
the hoopla the media have 
given the women s lib move­ 
ment and fem ale advance­ 
m ent sin ce 1900. it seem s 
working women have actually 
been running in place
